DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

• The following is an examiner's .statement of reasons for allowance: 

This application claims the following structure: 

An endless circulation passage in which the balls circulate, the armature is located within the 
guide passage of the track rail while being fixed to the connecting top board at a position 
between the pair of sliders, the field magnet being opposed to the armature core fixed to the 
connecting top board, the stationary base portion of the track rail serving as a yoke of the field 
magnet (claim 1). 

The above noted structure in combination with all the other elements of the claim is not 
shown in a publication and the examiner knows of no permissible motivation to combine the 
prior art such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made.
